The diploma that a student is work- 
ing toward--standard graduation, Core 40, or 
Academic Honors--determines how many 
years of Foreign Language a student must 
take.

In the shadow of the wariin Iraq, the Japanese classes folded hundreds 
of paper cranes in hope of peace. This year the second, third, and fourth year 
classes are sending 1,000 paper cranes.each to Indiana’s senators, while the 
first year classes are sending 1,000 paper cranes to Hiroshima.

Bees are business for Kyle Worden, senior. 
He is in his second year of beekeeping. 
Last year, his two hives generated 190 
pounds of honey. He now owns six hives, 
with two more coming in May. Worden 
started beekeeping because he was 
landscaping, which he still does, and 
wanted his trees and plants to mature 
more rapidly. Noting that bees travel up 
to three miles from the hive, Worden 
states that “the gardens have gotten 
fuller.” 


This year, Worden sold beekeeping bonds 
to members of the community to buy 
more equipment and more hives. The $20 
bonds will be worth s22 when redeemed. 
Worden will collect several hundred 
pounds of honey this year, but he will also 
make candles, lip balm and hand creams. 
Worden is being trained to carry out bee- 
sting therapy. The sting of a bee can 
actually have therapeutic effects for those 
suffering from multiple sclerosis and 
arthritis, Worden states.

O nce again, the Spell Bowl and Quiz Bowl teams 
proved to be nothing less than the best. 

The Penn Spell Bowl team capped off another 
riveting season by going undefeated for the fourth 
straight year. The 2002 Penn Spell Bowl team 
achieved what no other academic or athletic team in 
history of Penn High School had done: win a fourth 
consecutive state championship. The regular season 
consisted of many victories over their opponents. The 
team then went on to win regionals for the fifth straight 
year. They received the highest score in the state with 
an outstanding 89 out of 90.

he world of law is intricate and complicated, 
appealing to students who hope to study or even 
find a career in the United States Judicial Sys- 
tem. Any student interested in pursuing a ca- 
reer in this field should join the Mock Trial team 
because it offers the perfect opportunity for them 
to practice their skills and gather more experi- 
ence in a courtroom setting. Mock Trial was first 
introduced to Penn five years ago, when law- 
yers of a small Indiana firm put together an inau- 
gural team, consisting of six team members.
